WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—(UP)* 


The possibility that Japanese sa- 
boteurs have been dropped from 
the skies over the United States 
was raised tonight when the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation re- 
vealed that a free balloon bearing 
Japanese inscriptions was found 
December 11 in a snow-covered 
forest region southwest of Kalis- 
pell, Mont. 

There was no evidence that the 
balloon had carried enemy sa- 
boteurs, but that seemed the only 
ary explanation for its ar- 


It trailed an elastic cable that 
had been cut, possibly indicating 
that it once was equipped with a 
cage for carrying a crew who, on 
arriving over the United States, 
cut themselves free and parachut- 
ed to earth in a small-scale “in- 
Vasion.” 

No evidence of any cage or simi- 
lar device has been found, how- 
ever. 

FBI officials declined to com- 
ment on all speculation and it was 
impossible to obtain official ex- 
planation as to how the balloon

Sales by the Post Office Depart- 
ment of dead letters and packages 
are under a special OPA regula- 
tion exempting them from price 
control, Edwin M. Pearce, OPA re- 

ional price attorney, said yester- 

ay. 

Pearce issued his statement fol- 
lowing reports that in Chicago cig- 
aretes sold to the highest bidder at 
an “old hoss” sale had brought 
prices up to 86 cents a package. 

“The reason for this exemption,” 
Pearce explained, “is that articles 
which are sold in this manner are 
in such variety and in so many 
different stages of age and damage 
that it would be impossible to lay 
down general rules which would 
be fair. To a large extent, these 
articles are of relatively small im- 
portance to the cost of living, 
frequently being, for example, old 
Magazines and periodicals: 

“Dead letter sales of cigaretes 
are infrequent. The Post Office 
Department's sale in Chicago is an 
excellent example of the inflation- 
ary prices we all could be paying 
if it were not for price controls,” 
he said. 

Pearce declared that it would be 
highly impractical to attempt to 


; |establish individual ceiling prices 


for all articles offered for sale by 
dead letter offices. 

He pointed out that OPA price 
controls do apply to many sales 
made by other government 
agencies, citing a recent ruling of 
Atty.

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Senators Brand U. 5. Agreement 
On Pole Frontier as Inadequate’ 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—(UP) 
In a cautiously worded statement 
ef policy toward Poland, the 
United States today acquiesced to 
a Polish-Russian frontier settle- 
ment before the end of the war, 
provided there is mutual agree- 
ment “by the United Nations di- 
rectly concerned,” 

The statement was interpreted 
as a suggestion to the Polish gov- 
ernment in exile to get together 
now with the Russians. At the 
same time realistic observers rec- 
ognized that the only settlement 
possible is on the Russian terms 
approved by Great Britain last 


week. 

British official quarters hailed 
the American statement as “sub- 
stantial measure of agreement be- 
tween Great Britain and the 
United States.” 

Polish Ambassador Jan Ciecha- 
nowski, however, hailed the state- 
ment as “entirely in keeping with 
the views of the Polish govern- 
ment.” He praised it for declin- 
ing to “narrow the problem of 
Poland to a frontier dispute” and 
emphasized the American declara- 
tion for an “independent Poland 
with the untrammeled right to or- 
der its own internal existence.” 

Secretary of State Stettinius is- 
sued the statement as an answer 
to Prime Minister Churchill's chal- 
lenge that the United States define 
“with precision” its policy toward 
Poland. 

It was attacked in the senate as 
inadequate. Senators Vandenberg, 
Republican, Michigan, and Claude 
Pepper, Democrat, Florida, assert- 
ed that the Polish developments 
called for a comprehensive state- 


ment by the chief executive on 
American foreign policy. 

yr “It is not enough that the State 
Department issue a statement in 
regard to Poland,” Vandenberg 
declared. “The department can’t 
speak with the authority which 
the occasion demands. Only the 
President can give us, the world 
at large, Poland and kindred small 
countries the reassurances that 
now seem to be called for.” 


Pepper said there is no ques- 
tion but .that American policy 
“should be articulated, clarified 
and declared; it is time not only 
for the President but for the sen- 
ate to declare what is the foreign 
policy.” He praised the Atlantic 
Charter, but Vandenberg inter- 
posed that the principles of the 
charter “obviously are being cruci- 
fied without 80 much as a protest 
on our part.” 

It was far from the categorical 
statements urged by Churchill and 
was expected to satisfy neither the 
American congress nor the Ameri- 


can people as a definition of!4;, 


policy. 

“In the case of the future fron- 
tiers of Poland,” Stettinius said, 
“if a mutual agreement is reached 
by the United Nations directly con- 
cerned, this government would 
have no objections to such an 
agreement which could make an 
essential contribution to the pros- 
ecution of the war against the 
common enemy. 

“If as a result of such agree- 
ment, the government and people 
of Poland decide that it would be 
in the interests of the Polish state 
to transfer national groups, the

“There would then seem to .be 
no way out but a declaration that 
the King has, by his action, for- 
feited the throne, the proclama- 
tion of a regency and its immedi- 
ate recognition by the Allies.” 

The British Communist party 
urged today establishment of a 
provisional government in Greece 
“representative of all sections of 
people who have resisted the Nazi 
and Fascist invaders,” and urged 
“all supporters of democracy to 
bring pressure to bear on the gov- 
ernment to end armed interven- 
tion in Greece and adopt a policy 
of immediate armistice and set- 
tlement.”

Court Upholds 

Negroes in 

Rail Positions 
Union Must Represent 


All Craft's Employes; 
Protect Men in Jobs 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—(4)— 
The supreme court unanimously 
upheld today a Negro railroader’s 
contention that a union acting un- 


der the Railway Labor Act is 
duty-bound to represent minority 
Negro firemen impartially. 

The court ruled that the law 
“imposes on a labor organization 
acting as the exclusive bargaining 
representative of a craft or class 
of railway employes, the duty to 
represent all the employes in the 
craft without discrimination be- 
cause of their race.” 

The finding was made in two 
unanimous opinions, both written 
by Chief Justice Stone. 

Justice Murphy in separate con- 
curring opinion in both cases, said 
that, “nothing can destroy the fact 
that the accident of birth has been 
used as the basis to abuse individ- 
ual rights by an organization 
(Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men and Enginemen) purporting 
to act in conformity with its con- 
gressional mandate. Racism 
is far too virulent today to per- 
mit the slightest refusal, in the 
light of a constitution that abhors 
it, to expose and condemn it 
wherever it appears in the course 
of a statutory interpretation.” 


DIFFERENCES DEFINED 


Stone’s majority opinion said 
the court’s findings does not mean 
“that the statutory representative 
of a craft is barred from making 
contracts which may have unfa- 
vorable effects on some of the 
members of the craft represented” 
Stone added:

Counsel for the brotherhood told 
the court the agreement with the 
railroads was made in the interest 
of efficient rail operations and to 
provide c tent railroad men. 


ENTITLED TO PROTECTION 


In the second opinion the court 
held that.a Negro locomotive fire- 
man, who complained he was 
forced from his job and replaced 
by a white man is entitled to pro- 
tection under the act. The fireman 
in this case, Tom Tunstall, protest- 
ed, like Steele, against the agree- 
ment between southeastern rail- 
roads and the brotherhood. 

Tunstall’s attorney said that 
under present railroad rules Ne 
firemen aré “non-promotables”— 
in that they are never promoted 
to the rank of engineer. The 
agreement with the railroads, he 
said, severely restricted the em- 
ployment of “non-promotable” fire- 
men. 

Tunstall was employed by the 
Norfolk Southern Railway. He 
sued the brotherhood for $25,000 
damages and the Norfolk Southern 
for restoration of his job,

Never before has an army landed an 
amphibious force as have the Allies. Never 
before has an army been able to main- 
tain a winter offensive. The Germans

they had.-to attack or retreat. Their great 
industrial ‘centers were endangered. .

What Has War 
Done to the Farmer? 


We are a people who tend to think in ex- 
: z tremes, 

: Our thinking about the farmer too often is 
that type thinking. To some the farmer is a poor, serf-like creature, 
robbed and squeezed by one and all. To others he is, especially 
since the war came on, a person whose pockets are filled and who 
constantly seeks higher prices for food which is already up about 
50 per cent. 

The farmer today is neither of those. 

Government figures, reliable despite occasional protests, indi- 
cate that the farmer is, for the time being, “up.” He is no longer 
the problem he was before the war came. But there is every indi- 
cation that the farmer’s future is, at best, uncertain. 

There is every indication his future will depend on free trade 
and a stable world-wide economic condition. 

It is interesting to note what five years of war have done to, 
and for, the farmer. In the five-year period, from the summer of 
1939 to the summer of 1944, there have been some major changes. 

There was an amazing increase in production, tribute to the 
farmer’s patriotism and to his willingness to work. Despite a heavy 
decrease in the number of farm workers, there was an over-all in- 
crease of about 40 per cent in farm production. Weather joined 
in, two years providing perfect weather conditions and the other 
three years getting weather above the average. 

Farm prices have risen sharply. From June, 1940, to May, 1943, 
they had more than doubled, and had risen at a rate of five times 
that of the prices of industrial goods. For the past 18 months the 
prices have stabilized, rising less than 1 per cent, the price index 
remaining near the highest peak attained’ at any time during the 
war period. : 

In both 1943 and 1944 (it is near enough to the end of the calen- 
dar year to project fairly accurately the known figures), the aggre- 
gate farm income has vaulted to new high levels. Last year some 
6,000,000 American farmers had gross income from sales of farm 
produce of nearly $23,000,000,000 (compared with prewar years’ 
$7,000,000,000, $8,000,000,000 or $9,000,000,000). That works out at 
nearly $4,000 for each farm proprietor—or $2,300 per year of per 
capita income for the 10,000,000 who are classified as farm labor. 
It’s two to three times the prewar level, but still shy of the indus- 
trial workers $3,200-a-year average income for the same year. 

The war has made farming, in the aggregate, one of the nation’s 
biggest businesses. Witness a few facts respecting the major crops: 
Corn raised last year was valued at $3,439,000,000. In prewar years 


it averaged around $2,000,000,000. Cotton last year reached $1,374,- 


000,000, compared with its more normal $750,000,000 to $1,000,000,- 
000. Hogs last year totaled $3,320,000,000, whereas in prewar years 
they rarely totaled $2,000,000,000. Dairy products, totaling last year 
$3,338,000,000, used to run around $2,000,000,000. And_ tobacco 
reached up last year to more than $560,000,000, as contrasted with 
its prewar average of $250,000,000- to $300,000,000. Last year’s 
900,000,000-bushel wheat crop was worth $1,127,000,000 (a prewar 
average crop brought $700,000,000 to $750,000,000), and this year's 
bumper crop of wheat (more than 1,100,000,000 bushels), probably 
averaging $1.40, should bring more than $1,500,000,000. 

Price control has helped the farmer. It has not helped him as 
much as the city dweller. The farmer has had an over-all increase 
of 118 per cent on the things he has to sell and he has had to pay 
an average 38 per cent more for the things he buys. The city 
dweller’s cost of living has increased 26 per cent. 

Broken down, the figures show the farmer’s net gain to be 80 


per cent as against the next best showing, that ‘of the war plant 


worker, whose net gain is 50 per cent. 
Against this must be balanced the overhead, or expense. This 
has risen sharply. Hired labor seg have risen 82 per cent; feed, 
- fertilizer, 87 per cent. . 
vr ceustae thane increases, pw farm income, over-all, is ahead of 
the increases. This is reflected in the bank accounts. Small-town 
banks, largely patronized by farmers, show great increases. When 
the war began in Europe, these balances totaled $1,793,000,000. By 
mid-1944 the balances were up to $5,369,000,000.

But, generally speaking, the farmer is not, for the moment, a 
eo of us who live in cities ought to be, and no doubt are, 
glad to see the farmer “up.” It is necessary to keep him “up. 

May I again call attention to the fact that we have become, 
without realizing it, a nation of city people. About 75 per cent of 
the people in this nation derive their income from employment in 
places of 2,500 population or more. National prosperity, more than 
ever, depends on the farmer, being “up. _ 

Wars always bring him relative prosperity. 

The farmer and the rest of us heed to know more about free 
world trade and what world-wide economic conditions mean. If 
we come again into a situation where other nations cannot buy 


from us, no nation and no farmers will be prosperous.

in the resort city of Bath, England. She was a 
gifted cook, especially a cake baker. And she originated a sweet- 
ened cake which she sold from her basket, hot, on the streets of 
Bath. That cake was so good and became so popular that today 
it is known all over the English-speaking world as a “Sally Lunn. 

Thus, by doing some one thing superlatively well, do we 
achieve fame and immortality. 

Whenever I hear of, see or taste a delectable Sally Lunn I re 
member dear old Mrs. Rood, the gracious administrator and hostess 
of the house where I was numbered among a small—and very 
select—group: of boarders the first year I lived in Atlanta. That 
was 1912 and I was a bachelor, then. 

So good were Mrs. Rood’s Sally Lunns that we who enjoyed 
her table knew what day of the week she would bake them and 
that day was one when no boarder would, willingly, be absent from 
the dinner table. They were delicious. 


Mrs. Rood’s home was on a part of the site, on 
The Brewery Courtland street, now occupied by the brewery. 
The brewery was there, too, but did not then occupy the entire 
block. The Rood house stood on the northwest corner. 

Occasionally I still see several of my fellow boarders, though 
others have faded until I can scarcely remember them. Some, 
know, are dead. . 

There was one couple who had an apartment on Baker street 
and, sometimes. of an evening, some of us would adjourn there 
for a session of penny ante. I had a room about a half-block north on 
Courtland. That was a highly desirable residential section in 
those days. 

Once, during that year, determined to save all the money I 
could—I was planning to marry in a few months—I decided to 
economize in every possible way. And it occurred to me that, by 
sacrifiding the good food and the good companionship at the Roods 
I could save a few extra dollars a week. So I found a place on 
Washington street where I got a room and board for a total cost 
of a few dollars a week less than I had been paying.

We've lived in a lot of quarters since then. Let’s see, three 
places in West End, one on Peachtree, one on Ponce de Leon, one 
on the south side, one in East Lake and two in Decatur. Maybe 
others I’ve forgotten. 

Anyway, the beginning was on Courtland street, for the At- 
lanta volume of this branch of the Jones history. 


Now, there is the home in Decatur, of course. 
What Changes! Another home out Buckhead way, With a 


daughter, a son-in-law and a couple of granddaughters. 


A home in North Carolina, with another daughter, another 
son-in-law and two more granddaughters. 

A son far away, probably in Germany, by now, doing his job 
with the U. S. First Army. A daughter-in-law we’ve never seen, in 
Bristol, England, and another granddaughter we've never seen, 
likewise ih Bristol. 

And we mustn’t forget the one, the baby, still with us at the old 
home.

It was contended with some force that the Germans, already 
licked and with no hope of victory remaining, might be ready to 
capitulate but for the drastic provisions of the “Morgenthau o 
ve wage bigots wee a certain element of truth in all of this. 

no g else, the Nazi propagandists were finding the proposal a 
useful, vehicle for maintaining a solid home front against any 
thought of quitting. 

Under the circumstances, it might be sound strategy to give some 
assurance to the German people that no such drastic action is con 
templated against the Reich.

Stalin it is, rather than Morgenthau, who has sworn to clean 
Germany of every scrap of steel after the war. It is his simple and 
direct way of removing the cause of further wars of Germanie 
origin. 

The Russian premier has confided his thoughts on the subject 
to a number of American dignitaries who have visited Moscow, one 
of whom was no other than former Secretary of State Cordell Hull. 

There is only one way to teach Germany a lesson and make her 
militarily impotent, he declared. That is to strip her of all her 
sources of industrial production. f 

Stalin feels so keenly about it that he confided a purpose to 
remove all sources of steel from the country, even to the extent 
of digging up railroad and street car tracks. 

Only in that way, he feels will it be possible to offer an abso- 
lute guarantee against the repetition of another German war within 
the next 20 or 30 years. 

There is no evidence to suggest that the Russian government 
head has relented a particle in his position: He is thought to be 
still determined to deindustrialize Germany, relegating the country 
to a strictly agricultural state. And, he would have the demolition 
done by several million Germans themselves—war prisoners now in 
the hands of the Russians or those who will yield up their arms at 
the end of the confiict. 

It is his ne , or it was, to have these materials taken to 
Russia for re ifdin the damage caused by the invading Germans. 

Weaof the Uni States and the British are porbably too soft- 
hearted to approve such an undertaking. To that extent the state- 
ment from ndon _* Allied policy with respect to postwar 
Germany is correct. ut how are we to tell the Russians what 
to do? And how could we prevent them if they insist? 

The Germans will have to hear from Stalin personally before 
they can gain any assurance on the score.

Dies 
Committee 


NEW YORK.—In a few days the 
Dies Committee will fold up and 
an interesting contest doubtless 
will ensue for possession of the 


250 filing cases of records which 
then will become homeless. The 
Communists and fellow-travelers 
in the Roosevelt government, hun- 
dreds of whom are mentioned in 
this enormous collection of rare and 
irreplaceable information, natural- 
ly will try to scatter or destroy 
it but there are several other pro- 
posals on hand, including one 
which would turn it all over to 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion which, among other govern- 
ment departments and agencies, 
has consulted the files many times 
in tracing the careers of traitorious 
or suspected individuals. The 
State Department and the Army 
and Navy are other devoted and 
dependent clients of the commit- 
tee and presumably would be at 
loss if the records should fall into 
the hands of those who would be 
ree embarrassed by its preserva- 

on. | 

This committee was appointed 
by the house of representatives in 
May, 1938, under the title of spe- 
cial committee on un-American 
pactivities, At that time, the Nazi 
Bund was the most conspicuous 
and generally offensive alien 
group in the country. It was a 
subsidiary of the Nazi government 
and was conducting Hitler youth 
camps and similar Nazi activi- 
ties, including shooting bees in the 
suburbs of New York and other 
eastern cities. 


Some of its leading personalities 
had established good relations with 
a few American industrialists who 
thought it ssible to do ‘busi- 
ness profitably with Hitler and in- 
sisted on their right to try. Nat- 
urally, they also attracted Ameri- 
cans who were anti-Jewish and, at 
the time, all these activities were 
alarmingly arrogant and bold. 


The Dies committee started in 
on the Nazis and, at first, received 
a good press from the:New Deal. 
But when it turned its attention 
to Communism and began to show 
that hundreds of New Dealers 
were just as guilty in that direc- 
tion as others had been in their 
association. with leaders of the 
Bund, the storm crashed. Poor 
Martin Dies, a clumsy but earnest 
Texan, found himself ridicdled 
and denounced as a labor-baiter 
and Jew-hater, a Fascist, a Nazi, 
and ignoramus, liar, faker and 
demagogue and, almost overnight 
one of the most prominent mem- 
bers of congress of his generation. 


Being a good, simple American 
»with a stubborn streak, this made 
him sore, the more so be¢ause his 
scoop had dredged up equally in- 
teresting material showing the un- 
healthy growth of Nazi influence. 
He had a right to feel that the 
authors of this clamor were not 
so much pro-American as pro-Com- 
munist and were abusing him not 
for the informality of his methods 
but because of the results which 
he had achieved in the mucky po- 
litical sloughs which’ they §fre- 
quented, far over to the left. 


So Dies carried on and, with 
really very little money and 
against the unco-operative policy 
of the New Deal bureaus, he con- 
tinued to show up malignant con- 
spirators, adventurous parasites 
and politically and morally licen- 
tious vermin who were frequent- 
ing the ideological slums and 
‘dumps of the New Deal in New 
York, Washington and many of 
the noted: American -centers of 
education. A worthless and dis- 
reputable non-entity from the 
dives of Paris, finally running out 
of dollars with which to buy 
three-cent francs, would mooch his 
way home, get in touch with fel- 
low bums, now attached to the 
New Deal as “advisor,” “consul- 
tant,” or “economist” and present- 
ly acquire a desk, a phone and a 
secretary in some department in 
the guise of expert. 

Dies turned up such an object 
identified as an author and, after 
much searching, acquired a rare 
copy of the author’s only book, a 
filthy text that would have been 
barred from the mails even in 
Honduras. Dies protested him but 
was denounced in the usual terms 
and the New Deal looked after its 
own.

citizen and patronizingly described 
in a hundred orations as ‘‘the com- 
mon man.” He seized the records 
of the Communist party by sub- 
poena and brought in renegade 
Communists who calmly told their 
shocking stories of conspiracy 
against the nation and against the 
morals of young and politically ex- 
citable college boys and girls who 
were taught that virtue was a 
mere affectation of capitalism and 
vice the true expression of free 
and courageous character. 


Mrs. Roosevelt, whose prefer- 
ence ran to that element of youth 
identified with the extreme left 
wing, made a public demonstration 
of her personal, political and semi- 
official sympathy for them and her 
opposition to Dies. <A claque of 
Washington New Deal reporters, 
including several who use aliases, 
joined thé clamor and, as the out- 
break and development of the war 
in Europe first quieted and then 
suppressed the Nazi activity, the 
issue of Communism became dom- 
inant. 


The Dies committee educated 
the public in many ways. The 
term “fellow traveler,” “Trojan 
horse” and “transmission belt,” all 
part of the Comr-unist jargon, en- 
tered the common language, desig- 
nating conspirators or dupes who 
collaborated or connived with the 
Communists.

Our Logical European Policy 


There is a latter-day heresy 
about democracy that it is incom- 
patible with leadership and strong 
government. 


This was never true and it is 
preposterously untrue when de- 
mocracy ‘has to be constructed out 
of chaos and collapse, 


In such a situation heads cannot 
be counted and’ a democracy able 
to survive cannot spring out of 
leaderless majorities. 


The rejuvenation of democracy 
in Europe is inconceivable without 
vigorous leadership able to dis- 
cern and implement the basic 
needs and trends of the people. To 
do that the leadership must have 
freedom to operate within certain 
principles. 

Politics is not an exact science 
but it does have axioms of all but 
universal validity. No govern- 
ment, for instance, can sustain 
itself with popular support unless 
it is associated with success, not 
failure. A popular government, to 
overcome a national defeat, must 
turn the defeat into some sort of 
popular victory. 

Thus if the Allies do not collab- 
orate to create a strong demo- 
cratic Europe, off to a fresh start, 
guided by a longer view of reason 
and justice than that dictated by 
fear and revenge, Europe will not 


be democratic but neo-Fascist or). 


radically revolutionary. For de- 
mocracy, which by definition rests 
on popular consent, and not on 
arbitrary force, if unable, because 
of outside restrictions, to respond 
to popular needs and demands, 
will be overthrown. That, also, is 
axiomatic. 

Our political failures in Europe, 
are, first, intellectual. We have 
failed to discern the necessary 
conditions for a democratic Eu- 
rope, let alone to implement dis- 
cernment. 

We apparently .want democracy 
and weak and servile European 
governments led by mediocre per- 
sonalities, 

But we can’t have both. 

Things are simpler than we 
choose to see them. Wisdom often 
consists of the ability to put one- 
self in another man’s shoes. If 
Churchill had been born an Italian 
he would resemble Count Sforza, 
not Badoglio or Bonomi. Patriotic 
fidelity is the essence of Church- 
ill’s nature. He was “not called 
to preside over the liquidation of 
the British Empire.” Sensibly 
spoken! If he threw the empire to 
the winds at the behest of Allied 
agitators he would be overthrown 
in Britain. 

But Count Sforza did not fight 
Mussolini and support the Allies 
in order to preside over the liqui- 
dation of the Italian Empire in the 
interests of other imperialisms, but 
to create a new strong Italy in a 
Europe in which democracy is the 
re-creator, not the executioner of 
nations. 

Count Sforza in Italy behaves 
like an Englishman in England. 
Does that make him no “man to 
honor,” or must he behave like 
an Englishman in Italy—which is 
different? 

If democracy and co-operation 
with the Allies. are anywhere 
synonymous with indignity and 
humiliation, we will defeat our- 
selves and democracy in that 
place. For every new leader it 
must be a personal and national 
asset and not’a liability te stand 
with us. If it is a national lia- 
bility we shall base the new world 
on treason and uphold it with 
Quislings—for ten minutes. 

Nobody is better able to discern 

this, out of his own nature and 
experience than Churchill. Nor is 
Churchill, to whom we all owe an 
eternal debt, to he torn from his 
eminence by a vulgar chorus, hold- 
ing him alone responsible for a 
common failure—the failure to 
create a united democratic policy, 
framing concrete programs and 
backing energetic leadership. 
- The time to analyze the compo- 
sition of popular European forces 
and yearnings, to make Allies of 
those forces, and help their dreams 
come true is overdue.

CASE E-239: Danny, aged 8%, 
is next to the youngest of our five 
children. 

“When I have a scary dream,” I 
overheard him talking to his 
younger brother, David, “I just 
think about cookies or something 
I like.” 

Recently I overheard the older 
boys discussing their reactions to 
fearsome movies. They were remi- 
niscing about their feelings some 
years ago when they were about 
Danny’s present. age. 

“When a movie would get too), 
scary for me,” George admitted, 
t\“I’d just excuse myself and go to 
the toilet. In that way I could 
leave the show without letting 
people know I was afraid.” 

Several other boys who were 
present at this discussion, admitted 
that they did likewise or had de- 
veloped other methods for divert- 
ing their attention. 

PTIPS ON CONTROL

“This fear has become such an 
obsession, that I have had to turn 
down jobs that involved my work- 
ing above the first floor.’ 

Millions of you readers have 
felt a somewhat similar tendency 
to jump if you have looked down); 
too long from a high place. I have 
felt the same impulse myself. 

For we have a law in psychology 
that every idea leads to attion, un- 


.|less inhibited by an opposing idea. 


As we look down, we feel fear- 
ful but almost fascinated by the 
thought, “Suppose I should fall!” 

As we concentrate on that dread, 
the tendency to fall or jump be- 
comes more powerful. Arbitrarily 
learn to divert your attention im- 
mediately from any dangerous 
train of thought, just as Danny 
does when he is frightened by a 
scary dream.

If you are growing moody and 
brooding, or are afflicted with a 
big dose of self-pity, get into phy- 
sical action. Do something! 

“You can’t be active and be 
despondent,” is another axiom of 
applied psychology. 

If you are unhappy, deliberately 
get out of your chair and walk or 
work or climb the ‘stairs till you 
are out of breath. 

Or turn your thoughts forward 
into the future instead of permit- 
ting them to dwell among the 
tombs of the yesterdays.

Many more articles were bought 
for cash than in preceding years, 
while many purchasers are seek- 
ing short-term credit, few seem 
to be interested in long credit 
terms. . 

In Memphis, Atlanta, Birming- 
ham, Savannah, Richmond, New 
Orleans, Nashville and other 
southern cities, the story is the 
same—a landoffice rush on luxury 
items and toys. 

A New Orleans store manager 
summed it up, “I’ve witnessed tre- 
mendous buying sprees, but this 
tops them all. It’s phenomenal.” 

In Birmingham a department 
store executive regarded the 1944 
rush as “unhealthy.” 

“The situation is unhealthy and 
I don’t like it. We’re selling out 
irreplaceable merchandise and aft- 
er Christmas we'll have 1,100 em- 
ployes standing around with noth- 
ing to do. My sales are 70 per 
cent ahead of an average prewar 
year.” 

Managers attributed the terrific 
upswing in sales of higher priced 
merchandise largely to higher in- 
dividual incomes and the number 
of war workers in the south.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 18.— 
(?)—The golfing grapevine car- 
ries rumors the U, 8. Golf Associa- 
tion may revive the national open 
championship in 1945—it has 
been a war casualty since Pearl 
Harbor. ; 

Professionals plying their trade

“The fact I am fortunate enough 
to be the duration champion has 
not the slightest influence in my 
opposition to wartime revival of 
the tournament. I would feel the 
same if anybody else, in or out 
of service, held the title. The 
U, S. open is different from all 
other championships in this coun- 
try because it is open to all. Let’s 
wait until all the boys are back 
before we revive it.”
